The class on Counterfeit Coin Detection 
not only talked about different methods 
used by counterfeiters to make fake coins, 
but it also included coins with altered 
dates and mint marks. Crooks go to a lot 
of trouble to fool collectors and the public,

but there is always some important feature or detail 
that finds them out. 


With the high-tech machinery available today to 
transfer images into dies, it is harder and harder to 
detect a well-made fake. Most of today’s fakes are 
coming from China where it is not illegal to make fake 
rare coins from other Countries. 


My class spent two days of looking at hundreds of 
fake or altered coins mixed in with genuine coins to 
practice telling them apart. I must admit that the gold 
coins were the hardest for me to identify as either fake 
or genuine, but after looking at many of them I could 
begin to properly pick out the genuine coins. On gold 
the first diagnostic is the color difference between a 
fake and genuine coin. 

Detecting counterfeit coins takes experience, and my 
class was a beginning for me.

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“Did You Know...”

.. that although the first small size U.S. paper 
money notes are all dated 1928, they did not 
enter circulation until early in 1929? Discussion 
had been going on for years within the Treasury 
Department and the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing (BEP) about reducing the size of U.S. 
paper money to save on paper costs. There was 
little objection expressed at any time about it. 
Finally, small sized currency plates were designed 
in 1928, but the initial release of the notes was 
well within ’29. This is a good example of the 
differences in the dating of our paper money versus 
our coins. Where coins change date every year, 
our printing plates only change date when there is 
a major design change. The notes dated 1928 that 
were created and released in 1929 continued to 
use the same 1928 date until 1933, 1934 or 1935, 
depending on when the series design changes. 
Small size silver certificates, as an example, dated 
1935, continued to be issued with the 1935 date 
until late 1957! So, when you find an “old” bill 
dated 1934, denominations of $10, $20, $50 and 
$100 were printed with this date until 1950. For 
many issues, the larger denomination small size 
notes dated 1933 and earlier included a payment 
clause that said redeemable in gold. These “gold 
clause” notes often carry a premium over those 
without the gold clause. 


... that there is a rare variety “Cheerio” Sacagawea 
gold-colored dollar worth thousands? In 2000 
the U.S. Mint introduced the new Sacagawea gold 
colored small dollar. A major promotion co-op 
was done with General Mills to put a 2000 Philly 
Mint dated coin in 5500 Cheerio boxes. The coin 
was sealed in a green “Cheerios” card to protect 

it from the cereal. Because the coins had to be 
placed in the boxes ahead of the promo, a trial 

die was used to strike the coins early. The final 
design was slightly lower relief than the first 5500, 
and is easily discernable from the more common 
variety. There were also a number of vouchers put 
into the boxes for 100 Cheerio dollars. These were 


redeemed after the fact and contained the common 
strike coin. The tail feathers of the eagle on the 
reverse show cross hatch feathers on the trial dies, 
where there are none on the common variety. If 
you are fortunate enough to find one of the early 
release Cheerio dollars still in its blister pack card, 
you have just found a $5000-$8000 coin. Found 
from circulation (where most of them seem to have 
ended up), even a low grade example is worth a 
couple of thousand dollars. Good hunting! 


.. that the most common coin seen in circulation 

in the United States prior to 1857 was Spanish? 
The U.S. Mint for the first 65 years of production 
did not come close to meeting the needs of 
commerce. Coins from all over the world were 
found in circulation to help meet the needs of 

U.S. Commerce, and all were treated more or less 
equally depending on the bullion they contained. 
Hundreds of years of Spanish coin production 

and the close proximity of the South American 
silver sources guaranteed that a majority of coins 
seen in the U.S were Spanish. Our government 
wanted to change the status quo, so they issued the 
Coinage Act of February 21, 1857. This repealed all 
previous laws that allowed foreign coin to be used 
as specie in the U.S. The general public was given 
6 months to turn in their foreign coins of silver 
and gold and exchange them for newly minted U.S. 
coinage. The redemption period was extended 

for 2 additional 6-month periods to accommodate 
the large quantity of coins that were turned in. All 
of the gold and silver was used to mint new U.S. 
coinage. This is the first time that the United States 
had enough U.S. coins in circulation to meet the 
needs of the people. Unfortunately the Civil War 
began in 1861 and all of the hard coinage was gone 
from circulation by December of 1862, used mostly 
by both sides of the conflict for war materials. It 
would be 1879 before the Mint again caught up 

to coin demand. It’s hard to believe that Spain 
held such a tight bond in the United States, with 
their coins (as well as other countries) part of our 
monetary system from colonial times until 1857!
